GENEVA LAKE, Wis., Aug. 10.—A con- 


vention representing tho llcpublicans oE 
the First Cougressional District was hold 
at this place this afternoon to nominate a 
successor to Mr. Williams. To the ordin- 
ary mind there are serious objections to 
holding a convention at Geneva. It is an 
out-ot-the-wav place, several miles from 
any station, on tho St. Paul Company's 
lines, and when the Northwestern Kail- 
road is used, the trip-trom Milwaukee is 
made by way of Konosua, Chicago and 
Crystal Lake, and consumes ten hours' 
time.

and then'he was'certain that there would 
be a change of sentiment respecting that 
bill. 
Ho said the American people did 


not care so much about the size of tho 
amount uppropiiated, as that, any of it 
might be squandered. It seems not to be 
known that the Biver and Harbor Bill 
contains a saving clause which requires 
the approval and recommendation.ut the 
army engineers-before a single"' dollar' 
could be'usediipon any river or harbor. 
This makes it impossible to 'waste a sin- 
glo dollar upon a-dnckpoud, if any there 
be mentioned in the bill. 


Mr. Williams then spoko at length 


upon the question of civil-service reform, 
the prohibition movement; and such 
like matters. 
While he was in favor 


of a reform in the civil-service, aud 
had the highest respect for the .estimable 
gentlemen who are interested in that re- 
gard, he was unwilling that the Bepubli- 
can party should be divided upon any. 
collateral issue -whatever. The present 
Congress commenced its session with a 
Bepublican majority of one, aud tho 
party cannot afford ,to lose votes in tho 
abode of its friends. He said the plan of 
the Democrats to secure control of tho 
Forty-eighth 
Congress was 
for 
the 


Democratic governors of the Southern 
States to disregard the report of the 
election inspectors in Eepublican dis- 
tricts and issue certificates of election to 
enough Democrats to give them a major- 
ity in the next House. For this reason 
he hoped that no Bepublicaii would bo 
led from the strict path o£ duty by any 
side issue like civil-service reform, or pro- 
hibition. The issue_ must be a square 
one between Bepublicanism and Democ- 
racy, between fair elections and an hon- 
est count on ono side and dishouest elec- 
tions and fraud on the other.

In the far-distant past the 


Phrygians had worn trousers, but they 
were looije and of thin material, falling 
into pleasing folds, but nowhere that I 
know of, whether on vase or wall, in 
missal, window, or book, do we -find 
Iho shape o£ the leg ' concealed in the 
way in which the nineteenth century 
conceals it. Why is this so? Why are 
these things hidden? Are the calves of 
the present day leaner than .of yore? Or 
is it that-wp have grown, honest enough 
to despise' padding 
them, and are 


obliged, therefore, to hide them away? 
Tho exact reasons which led to the in- 
troduction 
of- trousers 
are perhaps 


hardly worth seeking; they seem, how- 
ever, to havo been evolved at tho mere 
dictate of fashion from the tight trousers 
and Wellingtons of the early part of the 
century, these, in turn, having grown 
from the knee-breeches and stockings 
of fifty years earlier. '•• But what is im- 
portant to bear in mind is that history 
lias no record of a garment at once so sim- 
ple and so ugly'as trousers. We are going 
clean against all precedent ia shrouding 
our limbs ia cloth funnels devoid of 
graceful shape and incapable of folds. 
And this departure from ancestral wis- 
dom has no particular advantage to re- 
command it. Trousers are not econo- 
mical inasmuch as they get baggy at 
the knee long before they are worn out. 
They are always .getting dirty at tho 
ankles. They arc not specially adapted 
either for cold or: wet. On a wet day 
it is the part from the knee downward 
that catches the rain and necessitates 
changing tho whole •garment. Indeed, 
it is the way in which they ignore the 
knee-joints which renders trousers prac- 
tically so objectionable. It is at this 
joint that they drag, and not only spoil 
their own "shape, but inflict a sense of 
tightness over the whole body by moans 
of braces. 


The mere discarding of trousers, and 


substituting knickerbockers and stock- 
ings, would effect a great reform in male 
costumes, a more striking and salutary 
change than any other detail, except 
perhaps the abblitibii'of the'tophat. It

Ho also found Unit tho speed 


of sense differed for different organs, the 
sense of hearing being responded to.in a 
sixth of a second ; while that of sight re- 
quired only oiio-lU'lh second to be felt 
and signaled. In nil these cases tho 
distance traversed was about tho same, 
so the inference is that images travel 
more slowly than sound or touch. Ifc 
still remained, however to show tho por- 
tion of this interval taken up by the ac- 
tion of the brain. Prof. Doudors, by 
very delicate apparatus, demonstrated 
•this to beaboutsevcnty-iivc-thousandths 
of a second.

A Prolonged Fast Ends Iu Death. 


ML-S. Hester A." Fryer, Crozervillo, 


Delaware County, abstained from food 
for fifty-two days. Her period of starv- 
ation was ended by her death last Mon- 
day. 
Yesterday she was buried. 
For 


two years tho lady had boon an invalid. 
Previous to her illness Mrs. Fryer was a 
large woman, 'weighing 
about 250 


pounds, and scorned to havo a very 
strong constitution. 
About two years 


ago she began to.be troubled with hys- 
teria, and gradually became so ill that 
she was confined.to tho house. 
Sho 


wasted'away slowly, and finally became 
unable to take any food except milk and 
weak tea, upon which- she subsisted for 
nearly a year. Even, .this became un- 
pleasant and irritating to her stomach, 
and about two months ago sho deter- 
mined to attempt a complete fast, with 
the idea that by absolute rest her stom- 
ach might become more vigorous. Fif- 
ty-six'days ago she .commenced her long 
fast, and no food'of any kind passed her 
mouth for forty-five days, although sho 
occasionally drank water. She said that 
she felt better every day that the fast 
continued, and really appeared to rally 
and pick up in spirit and hopefulness if 
not in flesh. 
She was no more troubled 


with dyspepsia, and although her physi- 
cians protested against her course, she 
persisted. Her friends and the doctors 
watched tho caso: with groat solicitude, 
and the lalter~with great curiosity. One 
dayv about two weeks ago, sho for the 
firsfrtime' in a year complained that she 
was really hungry, and called for some- 
thing to eat. 
Solid food was at first 


given to her, but this would not stay 
upon her stomach, nnd tho old diet of 
tea and milk was resorted to, but this 
was also rejected. In short, it was dis- 
covered that her long fast had so com- 
pletely worn out her stomach that it 
could not work, and every effort to feed 
her failed. Her husband: and friends 
and the doctors were, therefore, com- 
pelled to watch her slowly but surely 
starve to death, without, being able to 
help her. The physicians who attended 
her propose to give a history of tho case.

lato years had proportionately more vic- 
tims in the mountainous regions of Mas- 
sachusetts than in Boston iv.itl our larger 
cities.

of germs just as truly as the -products of 
our fields, come of the seed sown. These 
germs are almost infinitely small, but 
their mature plants — they are stiictly 
vegetable — ^liavo tho power lo multiply 
at an almost infinite rate. Each disease 
has it own germ. 
Small-pox cannot 


come from typhoid germs ; nor measles 
from scarlatina ; nor yeliow fever from 
cholera — and so universally. They must 
oomo each from its own

The convention re-.assombled at 9 a. 


m. to-day; President Gudger in the chair. 
Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Poindexter. 


The 
executive committe 
reported 


tbrough Mr. Wait that they had selected 
Mr. W. D. Williams, of Georgia, as the 
historian to deliver an essay on the his- 
tory of the education of the blind in the 
United States during tha past fifty years. 
They further reported that, they had com- 
municated with him by telegraph, and 
hod received his consent to act. 


Mrs. A.'.D. Lord, of Batavia, New 


York, read a paper entitled "Our Work." 
The 
paper 
was . very 
interesting, 


and 
attracted 
the 
undivided 


attention of the Convention. 
The lady 


treated the subject in a most understand- 
ing manner, ^touching upou numerous 
points iu the education of the blind, and 


giving personal experiences with pupils. 
It contained some valuable suggestions 
upon tne method o£ instruction, and the 
best means of treating pupils. At its 
conclusion Messrs. Poindexter and Mott 
paid the lady a high compliment upon 
her effort, and a discussion somewhat 
freely indulged in followed. Those who 
spoke ou the subject numbered Messrs. 
Patteu, Wait, Mott, Burchard, Miller, 
Gudger, Sayder, Dow and Mrs. Little. 
During the discussion considerable was 
said upou the use of tobacco in the 
schools, Mr. Wait, of New York being 
particularly vehement in his denuncia- 
tion of the tobacco habit. 
Tha gentle- 


man said that no pupil would be admit- 
ted to the Institution of which he is sup- 
erintendent who used tobacco in any 
form and that if the pupil had ever been 
addicted to the habit an oath of reforma- 
tion attested by the parents of the pupil 
was requisite to admission, Mr. Gudger> 
of South Carolina replied tliatsucu a res- 
triction might be possible iu New York 
but in North Carolina where the degree of 
general culture 
was somewhat lower, 


such a sweeping course was impracti- 
cable. He found it difficult to secure 
uupils, whether they used tobaoco or not, 
and after searching for them, he could 
not well let them go. 
He preferred to 


take them and endeavor to reform them 
afterwards. The parents iu many in- 
stances among tho lower classes seemed 
to care very little whether their blind 
children were educated or not, and cer. 
tainly 
would not suffer 
any such 


enerous 
dictation from 
the 
super- 


intendent. 
Other 
debaters 
agreed 


with .

Gudger, 
con- 


sidering it unwise for the advancement 
of tue education of the blind, to refuse 
pupils bacausfa of their indulgence in to- 
bacco. 
After |the discussion, Mr. Wait 


moved that the Convention proceed to 
elect officers to serve during the ensuing 
two years. The motion was carried and 
the election was held. Mr. Sibley nom- 
inated Mr. Miller of Kansas for president, 
Mr. Patten nominated Mr. Gudger of 
South Carolina, Mr. Gudger declined to 
bo a candidate and on motion of Mr 
Huntoon 
Mr. 
Miller 
was 
elected 


by acclamation. For first vice president 
Mr. Taunihill nominated Mrs. Little; 
Mr. Wait offered the name of J. J. Dow, 
ot Minnesota, for second vice president. 
Both were concurred in unanimously. 
Mr. Otis Patten, of Arkansas, the present 
incumbent, was placed Jn nomination by 
Mr. Wait for treasurer. Mr. Patteu was 
elected by acclamation, noth withstanding 
his objection. For corresponding secre- 
tary Mr. Huntoon nominated Mr. W.
